New Boats 

. FOX LAKE— The Chain O' Lakes 
water patrol this week acknowleged 
services, loans and donations of 
equipment to a' number of firms 
which have helped the patrol In 
preparing for the new boats 
launched last Saturday.

:> Although the health department 
stresses the need for immunization 
of small children, every one, includ- 
ing adults up to 50 years of age, 
should receive 3 doses of polio 
vaccine with an annual booster dose 
thereafter.

Lake Forest Preserve Shadowy Reality 

Despite a five year sabbatical #om roving the Lake county courthouse 
it has been surprisingly easy to catch up with developments on the politi- 
cal and government front "up on the Hill." 

This is due 'in large part to the current discusison of ever present 
problems that existed five years ago, 10 years ago, and even longer. 

These problems of courthouse space, zoning and planning, water and 
sewer systems for the western part of the county, flooding and drainage 
are as omnipresent as the legendary 22nd St. grade separation in North 
Chicago. 

The Lake County Forest Preserve district, which is a shadowy reality 
today was a subject of discussion in' earlier iours of the courthouse, but 
at that time it was only a dream 1 l or conversation piece for those who 
wanted to preserve some natural beauty spots in Lake county for future 
generations. 

Among the early exponents of a Forest Preserve district for Lake 
county was Attorney Robert Tieken, now the U. S. district attorney for 
Northern Dlinois. 

Tieken envisioned a district that would preserve the natural beauty 
of the Desplaines river area with a series of small dams that would provide 
lagoons and a more imposing river. 

The dream included flood and drainage control and rigid enforcement 
of laws regarding the dumping of raw sewage into the river. 

The district has been established and while it still has no property 
to call its own there is high hope that in the near future there will be a 
forest preserve district in fact. 

• « * • 

Waukegan Supervisor August Cepon and his courthouse commission 
are taking up where earlier exponents of the so-called Peoria courthouse 
plan left off several years ago. 

The crowded conditions in the courthouse at that time were a source 
of concern for those who believed that a well-planned, spacious court- 
house would add to the efficiency of the county offices and be a source of 
pride for the residents of the county, and they cast about for some economi- 
cal means of eliminating the conditions. 

Down in Peoria they had hit on the idea of Utilizing the airspace above 
the courthouse square for the county offices and renting out the ground 
level building space to private concerns. 

County officials studied the possibility of adapting the Peoria plan 
to Lake county, but it didn't get far. 

Now Cepon and his commission are working on the idea of renting 
space in a new building to county departments which operate on a fee 
basis and other governmental units. 

The rent revenue would be used to retire the bonds and thus there 
would be no direct taxes involved. 

Of course the rent paid by the county departments would come from 
fees earned by these offices which are now turned over to the county 
general fund and this money would have to be replaced somehow.

in the recently announced plans of the state nignway aep 
surface Route 173 west of the north end of the Illinois Tollway. 

Rep. Murphy called the battered condition of the highway to the at- 
tention of Gov. William G. Stratton pointing out that the tollway brings 
thousands of visitors into the Chain O'Lakes region and then dumps them 
onto a battered, rutted highway. 

Gov. Stratton assured Murphy he would look into the matter and a 
week later the highway department announced its decision.
